molecular diagnostics (nucleic acid and protein based), medical therapeutics (antivirals, vaccines,
biologics), and medical devices (oxygenation, immune function support). The laboratory building
would have a reconfigurable biological wet-lab and flexible dry-lab space, with some space for
multiuser workstations and a conference room. The facility would support both near and long-term
bioscience, biotechnology, and biosecurity programs across National Nuclear Security Administration
(NNSA), Department of Energy (DOE), and multiple federal agencies.
